FIVE FRENCH FLYERS 
KILLED IN PLANE CRASH 


Wing Crumples ‘When Army 
Men Are Launching Bombs 
in Maneuvers. 
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By the Associated Press. 

BOURGES, France. 
Five French army flyers were 
killed at the Avord Aviation Field 
last night, their bombing plane 
crashing to earth when a wing 
dropped off. 

The bodies could not be taken 


from the plane until this morning 
when experts removed two unex- 
ploded bombs from the wreck of 
the machine. 

The crash came after a number 
of bombs had been launched in 
practice. A wing suddenly crum- 
pled and the plane fell at terrific 
speed. As it was falling a para- 
chute became detached and wit- 
nesses were hopeful that at least 
one of the occupants would be 
saved, but the parachute proved 
empty and it was supposed that 
one of the men, in desperate haste, 
had detached it too soon. 


HOOVER PROMISES PROMPT 
" ACTION ON NAVAL PARLEY

WASHINGTON, May 7

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Although serious charges of the 
use of money in connection with 
enactment of the small loan law 
in 1927 and in connection with at- 
tempts to amend the law this year 
have persisted since early in the

effort to determine the truth or

So persistent are the rumors that

Reports of Use of Money. 

As to the 1927 session, the rum-

Attention was first called to the 
general charges by the filing of a

privileges to said defendants to 
conduct said small loan business 
in the State of Missour{ and 
charge interest at the rate of 42 
per cent per annum Instead of 
the maximum legal interest rate 
of 8 per cent applying to all 
others, and which act the said 
defendant loan companies were 
successful in having enacted by 
the Legislature of Missouri by 
means of a great amount of false 
and fraudulent propaganda as 
aforesaid, and by the illegal ex- 
penditure of huge sums of money 
among lobbyists, State Repre- 
sentatives, agents and legislators, 
and by similar means and meth- 
ods said defendants are now 
conducting a campaign to pre- 
vent the repeal of said law and 
to popularize it with the public 
and secure its recognition as a 
wise and benevolent law.

WASHINCTON, May 7. — The 
tariff bill framed in secret by the 
Republican members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, was 
introdu*ed in the House at noon to- 
day. It makes a document of 
434 pages. 

It appeared on {first examination 
of the bill that the expressed desire 
of the President for anly a “limit- 
ed” revision of the existing tariff 
had been interpreted in an ex- 
tremely broad way. 

A Republican caucus is to be 
held later to dettermine the exact 
procedure in putting. the bill 
through on the floor of the House. 

Though numerous changes, as 
indicated by the size of the bill, are 
proposed, the framers declare in 
their report that many paragraphs 
of the Fordney-McCumber act of 
1922, the existing law, are affected 
“only in a minor way.” ‘They say 
that the proposed legislation should 
be called a ‘‘readjustment’’ of the 
tariff and not a “revision.” 

Compensatory Rates Higher. 

“Where the duty is increased on 
a basic raw material,’’ the report 
says, “the compensatory duties 
are necessarily increased, but the 
protection may remain unchanged. 
This will account for many changes 
in duties where the protectien will 
be not greater than in existing law. 
It is fundamental to the policy- of 
protection that a duty on a raw 
material requires a compesnatory 
duty or articles manufactured from 
it. An increase in the duty on a 
raw material makes an increasé in 
the compensatory rate nesessary. 

Among the schedules around 
which the hottest contests will be 
waged on the floor are those per- 
taining to sugar, cement, butter 
and shingles. 

As predicted in a recent Sunday 
article in the Post-Dispatch, the 
committee recommends a_ higher 
tariff on sugar. It would increase 
the world rate on raw sugar to 
three cents a pound and the rate 
on Cuban sugar to 2.4 cents. The 
world rate at present is 2.2 cents 
and the Cuban rate 1.76. 

Since virtually all the dutiable 
sugar comes from Cuba, the effec- 
tive rate is the Cuban rate. On this, 
the increase recommended by the 
committee would be 36 per cent. 

Nation's Sugar Bill Higher. 

It has been estimated that this 
increase in the tariff would increase 
the National sugar bill at least 
$100,000,000. Five years ago the 
United States Tariff Commission, 
by a majority vote, recommended 
a decrease in the sugar tariff. 

The committee declared that the 


|'domestic cane and sugar beet in- 


dustry “could not survive” at the 
price of raw sugar which has pre- 
vailed in New York for the last 
several months. It took into con- 
sideration, it said, the low labor 
costs in Cuba and the Philippines 
as compared with wages in the 
United States. 

President Hoover would receive 
blanket authority to reorganize the 
present Tariff Commission by Tre- 
placing all of its members at his 
pleasure under the new Lill. 

The new commission would be 
composed of seven members, in- 
stead of six, with appointments 
subject to the aj yroval of the Sen- 
ate. The salaries would be § in- 
creased from $7500 to $12,900.

mission. They will be issued with 
the understanding ‘“‘that they shall 
expire on Sept. 30, 1929, and that 
theyyshall not be considered a 
precedent nor as an admission by 
the carriers that the rates today

in effect are not reasonably low 
under existing laws.” 
“In Aaid of President.” 

A statement issued by E. B. 
Boyd, chairman of the Western 
Trurk Lines Committee, said the 
reductions should only be  con- 


strued “as indicative of the atti- 
tude of the carriers to assist the 
President of the United States in 
his program for relieving an 
emergency to the extent that these 
abnormal reductions in rates may 
help the situation.” 

The rates from the Missouri 
River to Chicago and from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to Chicago repre- 
sent a reduction of 6 cents a 100 
pounds. From the Missouri River 
to the Gulf the reduction is 11% 
cents a 190 pounds and from 8St. 
Louis to New Orleans a reduction 
of 56% cents.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Harry 
F. Sinclair awoke this morning in 
the common jail of the District of 


Columbia. A trusty was shaking 
him and telling him it was 6 
o’clock—time to get up and dress. 
Around him, under the dim light 
of a single electric bulb, lay the 
sleeping forms of 60 other prison- 


own. They would not be called for 
another half hour. . 

The oll magnate changed from 
silk pajamas to the neatly taflored 
brown suit which he had worn jn- 
to the jail last night. Neither was 
in keeping with the harsh and un- 
}couth surroundings. He was shown 
hew to make his bed, and then was 
taken on a round of the jail for 
instructions in detalls. 

Thirty-five years ago Binclai~ 
was a drug clerk in a small Kans... 
town. The experience stood hin 
in good stead today, when he was 
formally assigned to duty as the 


jail pharmacist. Without it, he un- 


doubtedly would have been com- 
pelled to perform harder and more 
menial tasks. His assignment will 
require him to act as amistant to 
the jail physigian. Thefe may be 
occasions when he will have to 
serve as nurse for other prisoners. 
He assisted the physician in per- 
forming a minor operation today. 
Makes the Best of It. 

With charactoristic determina- 
tion, the oll magnate set about 
making the best of his changod 
fortunes. To the hundreds of 
curious stares which greeted him 
in the meas hall at breakfast he 
returned a cheery smile, nodding 
and saying “good morning” to the 
prisoners nearest him. He ate 
only two slices of toast, Lut drank 
three. or four tups of coffee. The 
noon meal consisted of baked 
beans, smoked sausage, bread and 
coffee. Tonight's bill of fare in- 
cluded beer stew and stewed fruit. 

Several prisoners came up and 
spoke to him as they left the hall. 
Jali discipline is more lenient than 
that of a penitentiary. 

“I'll be one of the boys,” Sinclair 
told them.

The magnate arrived at the fall 
at 8:30 o'clock last night, to begin 
serving the $0 days to which he 
was sentenced for contempt of the 
Senate, He was accompanied by 
his brother, Earl W. Sinclair, to 
whom he had already turned over 
the direction of the $300,600,000 
Sinclair oll - companies, and by 
George T. Stanford, his personal 
attorney. 

He slept on a cot In the general 
dormitory occupied by transient 
prisoners, between a forger and a 
convicted gambler. It appeared to- 
day that he would continue to 
siecep there, instead of being aa- 
signed to « 7ell. He will be per- 
mitted to wear his own clothes, but 
cannot have any meals sent in 
from outside. None of the prison. 
era have numbers, except on their 
file cards.

FLYERS CROSS LAKE 
IN COLLAPSIBLE BOAT 


Flight of Navy Bag to 
Prince Edward Island, 
900 Miles, Thought to 
Have Set New Record. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 7.—A dis- 
patch to the Albany Evening News 
from Newcomb, Essex County, re- 
ports the landing of the Detroit 
Times national elimination race 
balloon, piloted by Edward J. Hill 
and Arthur Schlosser, in the Ad- 
irondack wilds yesterday forenoon. 
After being without food fo: 26 
hours, Schlosser and Hill reached 
the settlement today. 

The balloon, the pilots said, de- 
scended about 7:15 a. m. yesterday 
in the forest near Moose Pond. All 
day yesterday they wandered 
through the woods seeking some 
sign of civilization. In the night 


they reached Rich Lake, near New- 
combe, and crossed it in a collap- | 
sible boat. 

While at work on the State 
highway near here, shortly before | 
moon today, Howard Anderson 
heard shots. A moment later the) 
aeronauts, nearly exhausted, 
emerged .rom the woods. 

“What State is this?” was their 
first question. 

“We have had nothing to eat 
since we left our wrecked balloon,” 
Schlosser said as they were break- |, 
ing their long fast at Anderson's 
home. 

“In an effort to remain in the 
air as we dritfed toward the forest, 
we were compelled to throw away 
much valuable paraphernalia, in- 
cluding our motion picture cam- 
era."’ 

Schlosser said 10 or 12 men 
would be needed to restore the bal- 
loon. The attempt will be made 
after the aeronauts have had suf- 
ficient rest. 


PITTSBURG, Pa. May 7.—Ar- 
rtval of the Navy No. 1 bal- 
loon at Charlottetown, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, after a flight of 900 
miles, sent observers delving into 
records to determine whether 
lijieut. Thomas W. G. Settle, pilot, 
and Ensign Wilfred Bushnell, his 
aid, had broken a distance record 
in their 44-hour flight. Reporting 
his landing, Settle said: 

“Navy 1 landed 1:05 p. m. today 
(Monday) at Canavoy, Savage Har- 
bor, Prince Edward Island, 33 
miles west of Bart Point. Normal 
landing.” 

The Navy No. 1 wage the eleventh 
balloon to report landing. 

The distance record for elimina- 
tions was 572 miles. set by &. A. U. 
Rasmussen in 1927 Rasmussen 
was pilot of the Detroit Balloon 
Club entry in Saturday's record.

Made Nerrous by Flashlights. 

The hard, bold smile. which had 
attended him throughout al) his 
trials and inquisitions, had disap- 
peared at last. He wag pale and 
trembling, and the explosion of the 
flashilghte apparently added to 
his nefvousness. He bolted through 
the entrance in an almost panicky 
haste to escape from the garish 
surroundings outside. 

Flanked by Earl Sinclair and 
Stanford, ~he passed through the 
rotunda which joins the two wings 
of the building. and into the o/five 
of Maj. William Peak. the super- 
intendent. Pursuant to the ar-

Navy Balloonists “Feeling Fine” 
After 900-Mile Flight. 
By the Associated Presa. 

CHARLOTTETOWN, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, May 7.—Apparently 
holders of a distance record for 
balloons by their flight of 900 milés 
from Pittsburg, Pa., the pilots of 
United States Navy balloon No. 1 
prepared to leave for their homes 
today after their first sleep in 4¢ 
hours. 

Lieut. Thomas W. G. Settle and 
Ensign Wilfred Bushnell brought 
their entry in the national balloon 
elimination race to earth between 
1 and 2 o'clock yesterday at Cana- 
voy, about 25 miles from here. 

“We are feeling fine,” said Lieut. 
Settle. “A little sleepy, but ready 
to start the trip right over again 
if we had to,” 

Settle said he and Bushnell had 
an enjoyable trip. There was some 
trouble at times with low clouds, 
but there were sufficient openings 
to enable them to keep informed of 
their position at all times. The 
landing was deliberate, due to the 
exhaustion of ballast and the fact 
that gas was low. They had no 
difficulty in preventing their bag 
from being carried out to sea, they 
said. 

The maximum altitude of their 
flight was 16,000 feet. Occasionally. 
they descended close to the ground 
te check their navigation. The 
epeed ranged from almost nothing 
when they were becalmed to 36 
tuiles an hour. 

From Pittsburg they ‘flew 
through the Finger Lake district 
of New York, and arrived Sunday 
night over Southern New Bruns- 
wick, They approached Prince 
kdward Island yesterday morning 
and flew about 10 miles along the 
coast before landing. 

By means of a small high fre- 
quency radio set they were able to 
obtain weather reports from Pitte- 
burg and Arlington. They carried 
two days’ provisions, including 
canned goods, sandwiches, coffee 
and soup. They obtained the affi- 
davitse of three persons who wit- 
, nanan their landing.

An- 
other prisoner happened also to be 
up. and showed Sinclair the bat- 
tered aluminum drinking cup 
which is used. by the dormitory 
prisoners, and told him to let the 
hydrant run before drinking. To- 
day a glass was provided for Sin- 
clair. 

It was apparent today that he 
might expect little incuigences of 
this sort, largely as a matter of 
kindness on the part of Maj. Peak. 
who evidently desired to soften the 
first shock of imprisonment. He 
has repeatedly declared .that the 
oll magnate would be treated like 
all other prisoners. 


The jail is a gloomy old stone 
edifice, erected during the admin- 
istration of Abraham Lincoln. It 
is in the southeast section of the 
city, near the banks of the Ana- 
costia River. In it was hanged 
Charlies Guiteau, the assassin of 
President Garfield, and two pris- 
ohers are now awaiting electrocu- 
tion—a Negro for murdering his 
sweetheart, and a white man 
strangling his daughter. 

May Stay Nine Months. 

The prospect of remaining in the 
not for 90 days, but nine 
months, confronts Sinclair, A sen- 
tence of six months for contempt 
of court hangs over him, and his 
appeal to the United, States Su- 
preme Court probably will be de- 
cided before hig present term ex- 
pires. If the sentence is affirmed, 
as is expected, the oil man prob- 
ably will begin serving it as soon 
as his present term expires,

Hides and leather are left on 
the free list, as also are boots and 
shoes, “made wholly or in chief 
value of leather.” Eastern manu- 
facturers had made a strong plea 
for a 25 per cent duty on shoes. 

Increased protection is granted 
on wool. The most important of 
the wool schedules are. those re- 
lating to improved wools of sheep 
and the hair of the angora goat, 
cashmere goat and like animals. 
From these wools and hair are 
made practically afl cloths and 
other manufactures of wool and 
hair, except carpet and the cheap- 
est clothing. The duty is increased 
from the present figure of 31 cents 
to 34 cents a pound. 

Similar increases are granted on 
other grades of wool, and a com- 
pensatory duty on clothing \pro- 
portionate to the increases on wool 
is allowed. 

Higher Levies on Textiles. 


The committee increased the 
duties on cotton yarn; cotton sew- 
ing thread and handwork cottons; 
cloth, in chief value of cotton, con- 
taining silk; cloth, in chief value of 
cotton, containing wool; tapestries 
and velveteens. 

“While the committe’ declined .to 
put a general duty on shoes, it did 
provide for a 35 per cent duty on 
certain kinds of fancy shoes, as a 
protection for the American in- 
dustry against -eompetition in 
women’s shoes from Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. These are described as 
“boots, shoes or other footwear, 
the uppers of which are composed 
wholly or in chief vaiue of wool, 
cotton, Ramie animal hair, fiber, 
rayon, silk or substitutes for any 
of the foregoing, whether or not 
the soles are composed of leathet, 
wood or other material.” 

A duty of 30 per cent was placed 
on moccasins made wholly or 
chiefly of leather. 

The rates on flax and hemp 
were increased in order, as the 

committee reported, tg encourage 
flax and hemp growers to expand

Increase in Farm Duties. 
Putting this formula into ef- 
fect, the committee increased - @ 
large number of duties. 
The duty on beef, now 3 cents 
a pound, was made 6 cents. On 
sheep, lambs and goats the rate 
was increased from $2 to $3 a 
head, and there were correspond- 
ing increases on mutton and goat 
meat, 

The rates on swine and pork 
products were hiked, that of lard 
from 1 cent to 3 cents a pound. 
The duties on reindeer meat were 
made comparable with those on 
beef, at 6 cents a pound. 

On butter and oleomargarine the 
rate was increased from the 8-cent 
basic duty fixed by the act of 1922 
to 12 cents a pound. The 12-cent 
butter rate already is in effect, by 
proclamation of President Cool- 
idge. The increase in the basic 
rate will permit President Hoover, 
if he so desires, to increase the ef- 
fective tariff beyond 12 cents un- 
der the flexible provision of the 
law. 

Compensating duties based on 
the butter rate were laid on milk, 
cheese and cream and the prepara- 
tions of milk. In the case of mijk, 
the increase was from 214 cents to 
5 eents a gallon. The duty on 
malted milk was moved up from 
20 to 30 ver cent ad valorem. 

Tariff on Fees Increased. 

In order to encourage the poul- 
try industry, the committee § in- 
creased the duty on eggs in the 
shell from 8 cents to) 10 cents a 
dozen, and the duty on prepared 
eggs from 6 to 8 cents a pound. 

The duties on live poultry were 
increased from 3 to 6 cents a 
pound, to correspond with the 
duty on beef, and there were 
similar upward changes in the tar- 
iff on dressed poultry. Provision 
was made for the creation of a new 
industry, that of “baby chicks,’”” on 
which a duty of 4 cents each was 
levied. 

Finding that the cost of raising 
turkeys is higher than that of oth- 
er poultry, the committee placed a 
special rate of 10 cents a pound on 
dressed turkeys, as compared with 
§ cents on chickens, ducks, geese 
and guineas. The committee said 
poultry raisers needed protection 
against the vigorous competition of 
the Orient in egg preduction.

2 cents a pound, 

Increased duties were granted on 
beans, onions, tomatoes, turnips and 
rutabagas. The committee deemed 
the duty on beans especially im- 
portant in order that the growers 
in the Southern tier of states might 
have protection against the Carib- 
bean countries The rate on green 
beans was increased from %*-cent 
to 8% cents a pound. 

But the tariff on garlic was dé- 
creased. No change was made in 
the tariff on potatoes. 

Bananas were left on the free 
list. A strong effort has been made 
by fruit growers to get a duty on 
bananas on the theory that the re-« 
sultant increase in the price would 
stimulate the consumption of 
American-grown fruits. 


Gerner Appeals for Free Discas- 
sion of Tariff Bill, 

An appeal to Republican mem- 
bers not to “gag’’ themselves by 
adopting a rule that would pro- 
hibit the free consideration of 
amendments to the bill was made 
in the House today by Representa- 
tive Garner of Texas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, shortly after intro- 
duction of the measure, 

Garner urged the Republicans to 
consider the measure under pro- 
cedure by which amendments 
could be offered to every section 
of the bill, 

“They say they are afraid to 
consider the bill in this way,” he 
said, addressing the Republicans. 
“What are they afraid of? This 
handful of Democrats No. They 
are afraid of you-—the members 
of their own party.” 

The Texan said Chairman Haw- 
ley of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee was not afraid for the bill 
to be considered in that way, but 
Representative Tilson of Connecti- 
cut, the majority leader, was 
afraid.

One Group Asks for Repeal: en! 
Unions Seek Cut in 3% Per 
Cent a Month Rate.

MADISON, Wis.. May 7.—Wis- 
consin’s small ioan law, passed by 
the 1927 Legislature, is under fire 
at the present session, with a bi!) 
introduced to repeal and another 
providing for a reduction of the 
interest rate. The law provides a 
rate of 3% per cent a month. 

Critics of the law have appeared 
at committee hearings demanding 
that it be rescinded and the rail- 
road brotherhoods have asked that 
it be changed. 

The two bills still are in com- 
mittee, which has asked the opin- 
jon of C. F. Schwenker, State 
Banking Commissioner. on their 
disposal, Schwenker has investi- 
gated the operation of 16 of the 
50 small loan banks in the State. 
The 50 institutions made loans last

laws, which would take away from 
the cities hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in State school funds 
annually, lower the educational 
standard for issuance of County 
teachers’ certificates and other- 
wise revise the present law, will 
be rejected by the Senate Commit- 
tee on education, which ig dissatis- 
fied with the revision bill passed by 
the House.

bloc of rural House members, who 
converted the original school law 
revision bill into a hybrid measure, 
carrying both revision provisions 
and new matter, by writing amend- 
ments into the bill passed by the 
Eouse, This was done in the hope

The Senate Committee was not 
favorably impressed with this 
method of revising the statute, 
committee members said, after an 
extended hearing last night on pro- 
visions of the bill. No final action 
was taken on a proposal to junk 
the entire bill and write a new 
one that would be a real revision 
bill, but an effort will be made to 
prepare a substitute Iimited only 
to revising. codifying and clarify- 
ing the existing achool laws, which 
was the original purpose of the 
bill. 

Senator Cave of Fulton, chair- 
man of the committee, said the 
bill In its present form was a “con- 
glomeration of ideas” and was not 
acceptable. He said an effort 
would be made to draw up @ sub- 
stitute based on the original re-° 
port of the statute revision com- 
mission, if it could be completed 
in the limited time avaliable.

SENATE RECEIVES 
SIX OPINIONS ON 
MELLON DISPUTE 


Committee Majority, Up- 
holds Secretary; Borah 
Agrees With. Qualifica- 
tions; Norris Against Him 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The 
Senate received three reports and 
three additional statements today 
from the Judiciary Committee on 
its inquiry into the right of Secre- 
tary Mellon to hold office. The 
majority report, signed by nine of 
the 17 members, held that Mellon's 
title to office was clear. 

As one after another, the re- 
ports and statements were filed, 
Senator Edge (Rep.), New Jersey, 
arose to inquire, amid laughter, 
“Where does this lead the strug- 
gling layman?” 

The report went to the calendar 
but attempt may be made shortly 
to have the Senate take action. 
Senator Steiwer (Rep.,;, Oregon, 
presented the majority report 
which held that Mellon’s stock- 
holdings did not conflict with an 
old statute forbidding the Secre- 
tary of Treasury to carry on trade 
or commerce. 

Norris for Ousting Him. 

Chairman Norris submitted a 
minority report declaring that 
stock holdings violated this law. 
His report had four signatures. 
-Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
submitted a third report signed by 
himself and King (Dem.), Utah, 
and Dill (Dem.), Washington. It 
declared that stockholdings did not 
violate the law but that activity by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in 
the companies in which he was in- 
terested would constitute a viola- 
tion. 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Mon- 
tana; Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
and Ashurst (Dem.), Arizona, sub- 
mitted individual statements, al- 
though the first two also con- 
curred in the Norris report. 
Ashurst took the view that .the 
Senate was without any jurisdic- 
tion over Mellon. 

Walsh placed before the Senate 
a deposition given by Mellon he 
had gone to Canada in his interest 
as a stockholder in the Aluminum 
Co. of America, 

For Change in Statute. 

The Borah-King-DilJ report 
holds with the majority that Mel- 
lon’s “interest alone, or his own- 
ership of stock alone, does not 
render him ineligible under this 
statute.’’ 

However, these Senators con- 
tend that the statute in question 
should be modified to apply to 
modern business conditions. They 
also report that under the present 
law the Secretary of the Treasury 
must divorce himself from attach- 
ment to his private business. 

“The distinction between the 
ownership of stock and concern, 
or interest, in carrying on the 
business,’”” this minority report 
says, “is so narrow that it can 
only be measured in many in- 
stances by a keen sense of honor 
and propriety on the part of the 
official. If he copnsels, or ad- 
vises, or directs, although he may 
not be a director or officer of the 
corporation, still he would, it 
seems to us, be directly or ,indi- 
rectly engaged in the business of 
carrying on trade or commerce, In 
considering these matters, one 
would have to take into considera- 
tion also the amount and the ex- 
tent of his interest in the business. 
This may seem to render the law 
antiquated and unreasonable under 


be contended that such an inter- 
pretation of the law would make 
it difficult to find a competent 
party to fill his office. But ths 
answer to all such contentions is 
at hand and is ful! and complet 
—amend or repeal the law, 

Principle Sound, law Defective. 

“Our personal views are that the 
law is sound in principle but it is 
poorly expressed in the light of 
modern methods of carrying on 
business. As it is now written, it 
is susceptible of abuse both by 
those who hold the office and by 
those who would criticise the offi- 
cial. The law should be made 
plain by specifying what interests 
if any the official may have an! 
what constitutes carrying on busi- 
ness. 

“We do not consider that such 
facts and circumstances have bee! 
placed before the committee in je- 
tall as would permit us to form an 
opinion whether as a stockholder 
Melion has actually counseled or 
advised or been interested in the 
carrying on of the business in 
which he is a stockholder.”

State. He was a somewhat familiar 
figure at the party conventions and 
was among those who supported 
Mr. Hoover for the nomination at 
Kansas City. 

Howard continues to hold the

No Fixing of Responsibility. 


There can be no fixing of respon- 
sibility for the existing conditions 
as between the two houses, rather 
it must be spread over both houses.

House,” there has been a wild orgy 
of bill passing, and Hittle of calm 
consideration.

The 
Senate has not been disposed to do 
much acting—at least o. bills. 

The Hotise has cleaned up its 
calendar and the Senate has done 
little with its calendar. 

After passing some 400 House 
bills and sending them to the Sen- 
ate, Speaker Parker advised the 
members to go home and return in 
a week or so, advising them there 
ways nothing for the Ho'se to do 
until the Senate passcd some bills.

When the leaders of 
the progressive element in the 
Senate surrendered to the old- 
guard group led by Senator Casey 
of Kansas City, and elected Casey

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Superhighway to Traverse That 


Suburb on 


Mayor Ruth to Recommend 
to Board of Aldermen To- 
morrow That Organiza- 
tion Be Formed to Advo- 
cate This Route. 


Officials of University City wish 
the super-highway on which Unit- 
ed Sttates Highway No. 40, which 


is to cross the New Missouri River 


bridge, is to be rerouted through 
St. Louis County to traverse that 
large suburb. The State Highway 
Department has planned to utilize 
Conway and Clayton roads for the 
project, but residents along both 
these thoroughfares have objected 
that it would spoil their property. 

University City is advocating use 
of Olive Street road, which ig call- 
ed Olive boulevard in the suburb, 
and which is a commercial and in- 
dustrial thoroughfare, or use of 
Delmar boulevard and an exten- 
sion of it from University City to 
Chesterfield. Delmar is zoned 
through University City largely for 
apartments, institutions and com- 
mercial purposes, except for four 
blocks of a first-class residence 
district. ; 

Mayor Ruth, of University City, 
will recommend to the Board of 
Aldermen tomorrow night, with 
the expectation of approval, that 
property owners in the suburb be 
invited to form an organization to 
advocate the super-highway. He 
will ask the board to instruct him 
what action to take in connection 
with the anticipated hearing by the 
State Highway Commission of the 
advocates and opponents of vari- 
ous routes. 

The Mayor thinks Olive Street 
road would be the most feasible 
route, particularly since University 
City already is arranging to pro- 
vide ut its own expense the nedes- 
sary 100-foot right-of-way within 
its limits. West of University City 
this road is 6” feet wide, but May- 
or Ruth, who is a real estate deal- 
er, believes the State could ac- 
quire the additional. 40 feet at 
small cost. 

Reserve Route. 

He is of the opinion that Delmar 
boulevard and its extension due 
west along a section line consti- 
tutes a reserve route for use in 
the fututfe when traffic increases. 
Delmar has a 54-foot roadway, 
which is to be improved by the 
city and county, from the St. Louis 
line to Warder avenue, three 
blocks west of North and South 
road, and, the Mayor announced, 
property owners, from Warder 
avenue to the Western limits of 
University City at McKnight road, 
have expressed willingness to give 
the right-of-way free to extend 
this wide street. 

“To enter St. Louis by way of 
Delmar or Olive Street road, which 
leads to Delmar over Hodiamont 
avenue, . would be an advantage for 
motorists going east and north,” 
Mayor Ruth told the Post-Dis- 
patch, “as they could use the Eads 
or ons of the bridges to the north 
without going out of the way to 
the Municipal Bridge. It had been 
the general impression when the 
superhighway was proposed that 
it would use Olive Street road. 
Chairman Matthews of the High- 
way Commission and Chief Engi- 
neer Cutler of the Highway De- 
partment told me some time ago 
it was tenatively decided to go that 
way. 

“University City had already 
started a widening program of 
Olive Street road. Condemnation 
commissioners are about to report 
on the widening from 60 to 100 
feet for two miles and a half be- 
tween the St. Louls lIimits and 
North and South road, and we 
hope to take over that extra right- 
Of-way this year. The City Attor- 
ney has been instructed to file a 
condemnation suit for a similar

Federal Reserve Board Head 
Cites Withdrawal of 
$100,000,000 in Deposits 
on West Coast. 


BANKS FORCED TO 
LIQUIDATE HOLDINGS 


He Denies Government 
Agency Is Con a 
‘*Fist Shaking” Campaign 
to Intimidate the Public. 


By the Associated Press, 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—Roy 
A. Young, governor of the Federal 


Reserve Board, said in a statement 
here yesterday that the use of sav- 
ings deposits in this Federal KRe- 
serve district for the purchase of 
securities had resulted in a reduc- 
tion of deposits of approximately 
$100,000,000 in the last 90 days. 

To meet these withdrawals, 
Young said, banks have found it 
necessary to liqtidate other hold- 
ings, usually at a loss, or borrow 
from the Reserve bank, 

The statement was issued short- 
ly after Gov. Young’s arrival from 
Los Angeles. His visit here will 
conclude his Western trip. 

In his statement the Reserve 
Board, head said he had made the 
following observations in this dis- 
trict: 

1. That there is a tendency in 
this district, as well as elsewhere 
In the country, upon the part of 
savings depositors to use such de- 
posits for the purchase of securli- 
ties, 

2. That the high call rates in the 
East have prompted certain indl- 
viduals and corporations to lend 
directly to that market, 

3. That the high call rates have 
had a sympathetic effect upon busi- 
ness rates with the result that 
many concerns that have not used 
their lines in this district for sev- 
eral years, are using them, and in 
certain other cases are increasing 
their lines. 

Speculation Hurts Credit Structure. 

It is these among other factors, 
Young said, that have reduced de- 
posits. 

“While the borrowings of the 
member banks in this distrjct have 
at times been high,” Young’s state- 
ment said, “at the moment they 
are very modest. Nevertheless, we 
must look the facts in the face and 
realize that this tremendous de- 
for so-called speculative 
credit has so upset the general 
credit structure of the country that 
rates have been continuously ad- 
vancing. 

“Your local Reserve bank 
(Twelfth District) and one other, 
bas maintained a low discount rate, 
hoping that this unusual demand 
from one source would subside 
and, because of local conditions, 
they are to be congratulated upon 
their action. 

“Nevertheless, we are coming 
into that period of the year when 
seasonal requirements will need a 
large amount of Reserve credit and 
this must and will be taken care of. 
However, it cannot be expected that 
the reserve system of your local 

teserve bank can maintain rates 
continuously far below the present 
n.arket rates. 

Denies “Fist Shaking.” 

“Statements of this kind have 
frequently been interpreted by cer- 
tain people as a ‘fist shaking’ cam- 
paign of the Reserve system. The 
system, I assure you, has no desire 
to intimidate or coerce in any par- 
ticular, but does feel that it would 
be remiss in ite duty toward the 
American public if it did not, by 
public statement, present the facts 
as it sees them.” 

In reply to an inquiry as to 
whether present rates have been a 
deterrent to business, Young said 


, that in certain specific lines, par- 


ticularly the flotation of bonds, the 
procedure has been slowed up. but 
that generally speaking, the latest 
advices from the statistical depart- 
ment of the Reserve Board in 
Washington indicate that the gen- 
eral volume of business is being 
maintained at a high level.

The cartoon in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch asked the 
pertinent question if these last two weeks of the 
legislative session at Jefferson City are to be a movie 
or a talkie.

TRAVEL AND RESORTS. 
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The Trend Toward Public Ownership 


Public authorities in Germany are heavily interested in electrical, aluminum, chemical, 
mining and banking fields; Czecho-Slovakia controls over 90 per cent of its 
railways; Vienna is building apartments; even in the United States, 2000 cities 
own. their own electrical plants, and many other kinds of community service are 


rendered by publicly-owned properties. 


‘ 


N Germany, the municipalities, states 

and nation have greatly increased their 

holdings in the electrical, aluminum, 
chemical, mining, and banking fields during 
the war and post-war periods. In 1925 pub- 
lic authorities produced about three-fourtiis 
of the electrical energy generated in this 
country, as compared with less than one- 
fourth in 19153. To this should be added 
ebout 10 per cent produced by mixed pub- 
lic and private bodies. 

Over four-fifths of the unwrought alum- 
inum in Germany is now publicly pro. 
duced, and over 40 per cent of the pure 
aitrogen, while the Federal Government or 
Tieich has been making great strideg as a 
banker through the Combine Bank, and has 
converted a large number of its war indus- 
trie. into peace-time corporations for the 
production of egricultural machinery, type- 
writers, margarine, soap and a variety of 
other commodities. The advance of collec- 
tivism in certain of the German states has 
bee: even more remarkable. 

The war-created Republic of Czecho-Slo- 
Vakia now controls over 90 per cent of iis 
railway facilities, its postal, telegraph and

Nurseries, libraries, lecture halls, 
play rooms, and laundries equipped with 
power-driven machines are found in the 
larger apartment houses. The city, more- 
over, ows its various public utilities—its 
gas, trolleys, electrical plants: it con- 
trols most of the available advertising space, 
acts a2 morticlan or undertaker in 85 per 
cent of the burials, conducts a municipal in- 
surance service, and owns large shares of 
stocks in fruit and vegetable markets: it 
possesses a $0 per cent control over the 
Agricultural and Afforestration Company, 
the largest agricultural enterprise tn Aus- 
tria. and has an interest in wood and coal 
companies, in restaurants, bakeries, vego- 
table gardens and laundries.

NEW YORK, May 7. 


OREIGN visitors invariably 
F pronounce that turbulent sec- 

tion around Brooklyn Bridge 
one of the most interesting in the 
city. There is the old world 
charm about such building ag the 
City Hall, the medley of street cries 
and the panorama of distinct types. 

The Bridge is one of the few 
spots left where newsies shout edi- 
tions with a lusty-lunged vigour. 
Shawled old women with baskets 
of pretzels spiked on sticks, as_well 
as the black-aprcned Apple Marys 
making the rounds of the skyscrap- 
ers with their fruit, carry on. 

Lining the sidewalks are rows of 
high chairs where those bootblacks 
suggesting the up-from-nowhere 
Ragged Dick heroes perform their 
effulgent miracles. A street fakir 
Or a soap box pulpiteer can collect 
a crowd ir a jiffy by the mere wave 
of an arm. 

Even the crossing cops suggest 
rotund flatties of the old days in- 
stead of the collegiate types up- 
town.

ANNAPOLIS AND WEST POINT 


n Nominates 
Three Chicago Youths of 
Race. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Rep- 
resentative Oscar De Priest, (Rep.) 
Illinois, the only Negro member 
of Congress, has nominated three 
Negro youths of Chicago for ap- 
pointment to the U. S. Naval and 
Military Academies. 
They are Laurence Alexander 
Whitfield and Claude Henson 
Burns, nominated for the Naval 
Academy, and Alonzo Souleigh 
Parham, for West Point. 
Each Representative is permitted 
to nominate two candidates for the 
maval academy and one for the 
military academy, with alternates 
who may take the examination if 
any of the principal nominees fails 
to pass the physical and mental 
tests. Ali those nominated by De 
Priest are principal candidates. 
There have been several Negro 
eadets and midshipmen at West 
Point and Annapolis in the past. 
The late Col Charles P. Young 
graduated at West Point and later 
became military attache to Liberia. 
He died several years ago and is 
buried in Arlington Cemetery. 
Several South Carolina Negroes 
were appointed to the naval acad- 
emy in 1872 and 1873, but failed 
in their second year. In 1874, an- 
other Negro went to the naval 
academy from Mississippi, but he 
left a year later.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Ex- 
hibition of miliary force against 
striking textile workers at Eliza- 
bethton, Tenn., was attacked yes- 
terday by William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, before the National Wom- 
en’s Trade Union League. 

He characterized the use of 
troops as “one of the things which 
lie at the bottom of the so-called 
radical movements in our country 
and asserted they were there “for 
the purpose of terrorizing the 
community.” 

“There was no destructive, an- 
archistic organization trying to 
speak for the workers of Eliza- 
bethton,” he continued. “There 
was no group of men at the throat 
of the city government or of the 
national government. 

“Is that the way to settle hu- 
man relations? Is that the policy 
that shall be pursued in settling of 
disputes between employer and 
employe? * * * Employers 
in nearly every section of the coun- 
try are just as hostile now as they 
were two decades ago, particularly 
when there is involved in amy dis- 
pute that arises between employ- 
ers and employes the right of col- 
lective bargaining and the negoti- 
ation of union relationships.” 

The delegates talked with Mrs. 
Hoover for half an hour before 
being welcomed by President 
Hoover and later heard the “pre- 
carious conditions” of workers in 
Southern factories and mills as- 
sailed by Miss Rose Schneiderman, 
president of the league.

Thus has Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis of the Ui.ted 
States Supreme Court, father of the 
savings bank life insurance idea, 
described Miss Alic. H. Grady of 
Boston, his co-worker. 

For a relatively small salary, 
Miss Grady is deputy commission- 
er of savings bank life insurance 
for the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, and from a small office 
in the State House she supervises 
over $76,000,000 worth of insur- 
ance, issued for the most part to 
the poorer citizens. For 20 years 
she has yearly defeated in legisia- 
tive battles one of the strongest 
lobbies, representing Ov 1¥,000 
insurance agents. She could today 
work for any life insurance com- 
pany in the State and name her 
owr compensation. She has ded- 
icated her life, however, to public 
service and feels that she would 
be unhappy in other work. 

The story of Justie Brandeis’ 
original idea for scvings baal life 
insurance has already been to.d in 
the Post-Dispatch. This article 
concerns a 17-year-old stenog- 
rapher who was inspired by Bran- 
deis, then a brilliant Boston trial 
lawyer, and how she ga‘> up her 
pian f . : life of church work to 
enter on a social service career 
which led to her present position, 
where she has opportunities un- 
dreamed of when she first came 
under the influence of Brandeis’ 
great intellect and humanity. 

Today with her brown hair 
somewhat streaked with gray, Miss 
Grady has few of the external 
characteristics usually associated 
with church workers. The Irish in 
her gives a twinkle to the eyes and 
a flash to the broad smile. She 
has the alert movements of a per- 
son with abundant vitality. There 
is nothing dour about her. 

HE is today a business woman 

Who elieves tBAt her mission 

in lif@ is to givé life insurance 
to the poorer citizens of her State 
at the lewest possible cost con- 
sistent with safety. In doing this 
she is also inculcating the thrift or 
savings bank habit in persons who 
never saved money before. She is 
saving her 70,000 odd policy hold- 
ers more than one-fourth the cost 
of ordinary commercial insurance. 

Beneath her business-like ex- 
terior and her apt use of technical 
insurance phrases, there is an ar- 
dor—one is led to think, a _ re- 
ligious zeal—which motivates the 
woman. She beams as she tells of 
the benefits that have accrued to 
her policy holders during the lean, 
unemployed periods. In a literal 
pense, of course, they are not “her’’ 
policy holders. The insurance is 
carried by 10 savings banks. But 
she feels—and rightly so—that -he 
is responsible for much of the 
progress the idea has made. 

Thirty-five years ago, then a 
girl of 17 and just out of a com- 
mercial training school, Miss Grady 
became a stenographer .in the law 
firm of Brandeis & Warren. An 
ardent Methodist, she had been re- | 
luctant to enter business life be- 
cause she wanted to continue 
building up her popular Sunday 
school class. Her father, how- 
ever, Was ambitious for her, and 
persuaded her that she would have 
an Opportunity to do good under 
Brandeis. 


In telling of her first interview 
with the future Justice, Miss Grady 
said: “As soon as I shook hands 
with him, I knew that I was des- 
tined to work for him.” Still, after 
six or seven months as a genera! 
stenographer in the law office. 
Miss Grady had plans to continue 
with her church work. She even 


training course. 
Before actually going to Chicago,

This was her 
apprenticeship. In 1905 came the 
New York insurance scandais and 
Brandeis was retained by a group 
of Equiteble policyholders to pro- 
tect their interests. This gave him 
his start for his original idea of 
allowing the Massachusetts savings 
banks to issue insurance. After a 
three-fear fight he was successful. 
Then he was called away to take 
charge of the Ballinger-Glavis- 
‘Pinchot investigation. Someone 
had to look after the new insur- 
ance plan. Miss Grady was select- 
ed to carry on the work, virtually 
alone. 


é¢ OSE were dark and diffi- 


cult days for me,” she told 

, the writer. “I was still 
young and I needed advice and in- 
spiration. It is a good thing that 
we cannot foresee what we shal] 
have to go through. 
“As usual, the big insurance 
companies were fighting us in the 
Legislature. Their agents, directly 
affected by our plan, were doing 
their utmost back home with the 
legislators, whom we were trying 
to educate. They were calling our 
plan socialistic and unworkable. 
Every year we had the same bat- 
tle. I made speeches throughout 
the State explaining our plan to 
the workers; I conferred with their 
employers; I appeared before leg- 
islative committees. Even now the 
fight is not competely won, be- 
causé at every session we must 
educate the new legislators and 
keep the old ones in line. 
“Being constantly on the firing 
line, I had to know every detail, 
not only of the savings bank insur- 
ance plan, but also of the firms 
that were fighting us. Even now 
the big insurance companie: say 
that the State through the $36,000 
budget -item for my office sub- 
sidizes the savings bank insurance 
departments, although our work is 
almost entirely supervisory and 
educational and for the benefit of 
the poorer citizens. Right now I 
do not dare to go to the office of a 
Senator or Representative because 
it might make him liable to the 
charge that we were seeking to in- 
fluence legislation. Some mem- 
bers are afraid to come into my of- 
fice for the same reason. 

“This session we have just won 

our fight to keep restrictions off 

the amount of insurance we can 
write for one policyholder. Under 
the present plan, the limit fis $10,- 

000. The insurance agents, through 

their own representatives, intro- 

duced a bill to limit the amount to 
$5000. We shall have similar fights 
in future sessions.”

ROM her office in the State- 
r house Miss Grady directs four 

speakers or “educators” who 
travel about the State explaining 
the savings bank insurance idea, 
supplementing her own efforts, In 
this office she also takes applica- 
tions for insurance which are later 
forwarded to the banks. Surround- 
ed by charts and rate books, she 
can immediately put her hands on 
the figures which pfove that the 
savings bank insurance is the 
cheapest and the safest. Her of- 
fice force seems to be charged with 
the same zeal and efficiency. Aside 
from the mere gain of getting her 
out of the way, the commercial 
companies would get a valuable 
executive and solicitor if they 
could hire Miss Grady. But they 
cannot offer what she has found 
in working with Justice Brandes 
—inspiration for social service. 

During these 20 years, Brandeis 
has stood behind Miss Grady, giv- 
ing her inspiration and courage. 
He is still in the background, tak- 
ing an intense interest in the suc- 
cess of the plan. Just how much 
interest he is taking, the life insur- 
ance companies would like to 
know. That story probably cannot 
be told for many years. 

The reasons why savings bank 
life insurance is cheaper and just 
as safe as other insurance are easy 
to give. In the first place, the 
banks are not allowed to hire so- 
licitors. If a person wants insur- 
ance he must apply for it, and hav- 
ing once applied, he must make 
regular payments either at «he 
bank, by mail or from. his pay en- 
velope. This means that he does 
not take insurance unless he wants 
it, and having once taken jt. ‘s 
willing to go to the trouble of pay- 
ing for it. This provision cuts down 
three large items of :xXpense, solici. 
tation, collections and forfeitures. 


N the second place. under the 

Savings bank law, all the net 

profits of the business over and 
above certain specified contribution 
to surplus must be returned to the 
policyholder annually in the form 
of dividends. Thus not Only are 
the premiums smaller but the divi- 
dends are greater. 

In a comparative chart prepared 
by Miss Grady’s office, the savings 
bank life insurance is shown to be 
cheaper than that of 24 private 
companies, which included the 
largest in the country. Incident. 
ally, the insurance agents tried to 
have this chart suppressed on the 
grounds that it was “unethical.” 
This chart shows that on a 
“straight” life insurance policy of 
$1000 for a person 35 years old 
the policyholder would pay the 
savings banks an average yearly 
net payment of $14.56, against 
$18.16 to the New York Life and 
$18.32 to the Equitable. Other av- 
erage yearly net payments to 
other private companies run as 
high as $19.91 for the Travelers 
and $20.93 for the Berkshire Life.

For that reason any method 
of prevention by tnoculation is un- 
known. And for the same reason 
no antitoxin or serum for treat- 
ment is known. Treatment must 
be symptomatic and expectant 
rest in bed, protection for the eyes 
if they are sensitive to light, «a 
croup kettle for the cough and 
good nursing and light diet.
